What, they might prop- 
erly demand of their de- 
tractors, do you want of 
us? 

In 1966, we were knocked 
out by the North Koreans, 
6-1 and 3-1, in the only 
match of the Afro-Asian 
group, and you said we 
were a push-over. 

North Korea came to 
England, beat Italy 1-0, 
and frightened the life out 
of the Portuguese, in the 
Quarterfinals. 

‘Well, we haye beaten 
Iran, who beat North Korea, 
and we have beaten South 
Korea, who beat Israel. 
Kindly? remember that in 
the 1970 World Cup, Is- 
rael stood up sturdily to 
such “great” powers as 
Ttaly, the eventual finalists, 
Uruguay and ‘Sweden, 

We make no great claims, 
have no great pretensions, 
but we humbly submit that 
we have as much right to 
be in the finals as 
Korea and Israel, who were 
not disgraced.
